The Missouri State Highway Patrol is organized 
pursuant to Chapter 43 RSMo. The statutes within 
Chapter 43 RSMo established the Patrol and designated 
the superintendent as being in command of the agency. 
The superintendent performs the functions and duties 
prescribed by Missouri law, administrative regulations, 
and directives from the governor. 

The Missouri State Highway Patrol command 
structure includes six bureaus: Field Operations, Criminal 
Investigation, Administrative Services, Support Services, 
Technical Services, and Executive Services.

Our essential agency goals are: 


e Effectively and efficiently safeguard life and property. 
e Provide the full range of police agency services. 


e Guarantee continued protection and services by accurate forecasting and timely acquisition of 
critical resourcing requirements. 
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The colonel directed his staff to develop and 
implement an accountability project to better 
communicate the Patrol’s mission, values, responsibilities, 
and accomplishments to the public. Transparency and 
messaging became the project’s focus. Various divisions 
became involved in the creation of symposiums held 
throughout the state, a Show-Me Integrity portal, a MSHP 
YouTube channel, and a new look for the Patrol’s website. 


Multiple divisions worked to create the symposiums, 
which went on the road in September and October. Six 
symposiums-one each in Kansas City, Jefferson City, St. 
Louis, Poplar Bluff, Springfield, and Chillicothe-explained 
to Missouri legislators, minority community leaders, 
clergy members, and elected officials Patrol policies 
regarding use of force situations, and provided hands-on 
stop and approach and MILO firearms training system 
experiences. The Public Information and Education, 
Training, Professional Standards, Drug and Crime 
Control divisions and the Field Operations Bureau created 
a joint presentation explaining Patrol policy and providing 





data driven facts on use of force situations, and how they 
are tracked and investigated. A seventh symposium was 

scheduled with media representatives. (Note: COVID-19 
guidelines were followed at each location.) 

During the Use of Force sessions, participants 
learned about training, de-escalation, profiling, complaints, 
various use of force options, and the difference between 
protests and civil disturbance. The interactive use 
of force experience with the MILO firearms training 
system showed how quickly something as routine as an 
enforcement contact can escalate. The stop and approach 
exercise with role-players showed participants why 
training is so important and how law enforcement officers 
must make split-second decisions. 

Each symposium concluded with a roundtable 
discussion between those attending and members of the 
Patrol’s command staff.

The Criminal Justice Information Services and 
Research and Development divisions designed the 
“Show-Me Integrity” portal. The public may enter the 
portal via the Patrol’s website https:// 
statepatrol.dps.mo.gov/ and gain 
access to information and analysis 
pertaining to the agency’s services and 
enforcement contacts. The portal went 
public on October 5, 2020. 

There are nine areas of 
information within the portal. The 
Traffic Crashes, Training, and Careers 
information provides a specific location 
for information previously available on 
the Patrol’s website. The remaining 
areas provide information not 
previously available via the website. 

Under Policy, visitors learn about 
accreditation, strategic planning, 
and agency general orders.

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The Professional Standards Division provides 
management with a centralized investigative unit that 
conducts agencywide internal disciplinary investigations 


in a consistent, professional, impartial, and timely manner. 


The division’s primary function is to ensure the integrity 
of the Patrol and its personnel, both commissioned and 
civilian employees. This is accomplished through a 
comprehensive and objective process of investigating 
allegations of employee misconduct. 

The goal of the Professional Standards Division is 
to respond in an appropriate and timely manner to all 
allegations of misconduct through detailed investigations, 
not only to verify allegations, if true, but also to protect 
employees from false allegations. The division closely 
monitors departmental disciplinary procedures to 
promote uniformity and impartiality in the discipline 
process, identify potential problems and possible 
corrective actions, and safeguard the rights and due 
process protections of both citizens and employees. 
Additionally, the division recognizes employee conduct 
that represents the Patrol’s Core Values through the 
issuance of formal commendations. 

During calendar year 2020, the Professional 
Standards Division received 355 concerns and 96 
commendations involving employees of the Patrol. Of 
the concerns received, 82 investigations related to issues

of misconduct were conducted, and the remaining 273 
resulted in preliminary inquiries that did not merit a full 
investigation. Of the investigations, 13 were initiated by 
the public, 21 by Patrol employees, eight involved the 
use of deadly force, and 40 were special inquiries at the 
direction of the superintendent. Investigators assigned 
to the Professional Standards Division handled all 
investigations during 2020.

The Missouri State Highway Patrol maintains eight 
canine units assigned throughout the state. During 2020, 
the Patrol received 307 requests for service. The canine 
teams conducted 178 vehicle searches (passenger and 
commercial) and 40 building searches, and conducted 39 
tracks. Track incidents include the search for escapees, 
subjects who have fled on foot, and search and rescue 
efforts. The canine units conducted more than 14 public 
appearances/canine demonstrations throughout the state 
for schools and civic organizations. Seizures credited to 
the canine units in 2020 include: 1,425 pounds of raw mari- 
juana, 9.4 pounds of THC concentrates, 12.1 pounds of 
THC edibles, 29 pounds of methamphetamine, 10,000 pills 
of fentanyl, as well as varying amounts of other illicit con- 
traband. The canine units are credited with the location 
and seizure of approximately $117,308 in United States 
currency. In addition, canine units were responsible for 
the recovery of 10 firearms. 


TACHeS TEAMS 


The Missouri State Highway Patrol’s fully equipped 
SWAT teams are located in Troops A, C, D, and F: The 
teams are comprised of officers assigned to regular road 
duty and Division of Drug and Crime Control, and person- 
nel from the Communications Division. In 2020, the SWAT 
teams answered 31 calls for service, which included five 
calls for negotiators. These activations included respond- 
ing to barricaded suspects, high-risk search warrants, hos- 
tage situations, and manhunts. In 2020, the SWAT teams 
received new CORE pole cameras, replacing the previous, 
more than 10-year-old camera system. The teams con- 
ducted eight presentations for various civic organizations 
throughout the year. During 2020, the four teams had a 
combined total of 108 training days. 


Coiinitinall Incerchedion 


Criminal interdiction remains one of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol’s top priorities. In 2020, troopers 
made 233 criminal patrol stops. During these stops, 327 
subjects were arrested and 667 criminal charges were 
sought. Not only did these stops result in the arrest of 
numerous felons, but also the seizure of over 4,224.6 
pounds of contraband. During the interdiction stops of 


2020, troopers seized 3,788 pounds of raw marijuana, 71 
pounds of THC concentrates, 281 pounds of THC edibles, 
61 pounds of methamphetamine, 51 ounces of cocaine, 

13 pounds of fentanyl, 5.8 pounds of heroin, 1,149 tablets 
of ecstasy, 11,375 narcotic pills, 13 ounces of psilocybin 
mushrooms, 70 weapons, and $1,060,989 in United States 
currency. 


Motorevcle Unit 


The motorcycle program has two units each in Troops 
A, C, D, and EF The motorcycle unit supports the primary 
mission of the Missouri State Highway Patrol through 
strict enforcement of traffic laws related to crashes. In 
2020, the combined motorcycle unit provided 42 escorts 
throughout the state and assisted in over eight public in- 
formation displays. Members of the motorcycle unit were 
assigned to over 380 hours of special enforcement proj- 
ects, which included hazardous moving, speed, and seat 
belts. Motorcycle unit members assisted with numerous 
construction zone enforcement projects throughout the 
state. During 2020, the unit accounted for 5,711 enforce- 
ment contacts, which resulted in 5,317 arrests.

The Patrol’s driving while intoxicated enforcement 
projects are funded by a grant from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration through the Missouri De- 
partment of Transportation, Traffic and Highway Safety 
Division. In 2020, the Patrol conducted 89 DWI satura- 
tions throughout the state. During the DWI saturations, 
troopers contacted 2,819 drivers, issued 1,833 traffic 
citations, and arrested 139 drivers for being impaired. In 
addition to the traffic arrests, troopers made 199 misde- 
meanor arrests and 91 felony criminal arrests. The Patrol 
conducted 14 DWI Wolfpack projects throughout the year 
in Troops A, C, D, and FE During the DWI Wolfpacks, 
troopers contacted 2,203 drivers, which led to 1,446 traffic 
arrests, including 295 impaired drivers. In addition to the 
traffic arrests, troopers made 452 misdemeanor arrests 
and 65 felony criminal arrests.

Traffic Safety Administration’s Region VII. C.A.R.E. opera- 
tions were conducted on all major highways throughout 
the annual holidays, as well as during All-American Buckle- 
up Week and the C.A.R.E. Life Saver Weekend. In 2020, 
troopers with the Missouri State Highway Patrol stopped 
50,126 violators, made 901 DWI (alcohol/drug) arrests, 
issued 14,905 citations for speed, made 5,284 seat belt ar- 
rests, issued 206 child restraint citations, and made 2,904 
drug violation arrests during the designated C.A.R.E. 
periods. Troopers also assisted 8,682 motorists and investi- 
gated 2,678 crashes during C.A.R.E. operations. 


Crasin 
hwastigation Umit 


The Patrol’s Major Crash Investigation Unit is com- 
prised of four teams with offices in Higginsville, MO, 
Warrenton, MO, Rogersville, MO, and Jackson, MO. Each 
team is assigned four troopers for a total of 16 full-time 
crash investigators. The MCIU provides assistance and is 
available for consultation for members of the Patrol. The 
cash teams frequently support other agencies by mapping 
both crash and homicide scenes, completing crash data 
retrieval system downloads, and providing photographs of 
crash scenes. 

The following details represent the number of crashes 
reconstructed by each team: Team 1, Higginsville — 25; 
Team 2, Warrenton — 45; Team 3, Rogersville — 24; and 
Team 4, Jackson — 25. MCIU personnel completed 354 
technical supplements and assisted the Division of Drug 
and Crime Control with 28 crime scene investigations in 
2020. 

As technology continues to advance, MCIU investiga- 
tions have evolved and progressively become more com- 
plex. Additional strains on the MCIU have become more 
prevalent as members balance the need for specialized 
training, maintaining a high level of proficiency, and incor- 
porating advanced technology into crash investigations. In 
2020, each team was assigned a Berla iVe system to cap- 
ture vehicle telematics and other critical information from 
vehicle infotainment systems. Eight members completed 
extensive training and began using this equipment to en- 
hance their investigations. Additionally, five Ford Transit 
Vans were purchased and equipped to meet the expanding 
crash team needs. These vans provide easy access to their 
equipment and maintain the integrity of the equipment in 


a controlled environment by eliminating exposure to the 
elements.

The Click It or Ticket operation is an occupant protec- 
tion Selective Traffic Enforcement Program. During 2020, 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol utilized several types 
of enforcement projects to enhance public awareness and 
educate drivers about the hazards of not wearing safety 
belts. Maintaining a high visibility during these operations 
was instrumental for increasing public awareness and 
affecting increased seat belt usage. Traffic stops during 
these campaigns resulted in the following arrests:

The Missouri State Highway Patrol remained commit- 
ted to assisting victims of DWI]-related crashes through 
the Filling a V.O.I.D. program.

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The coronavirus pandemic evolved and brought many 
challenges and new ways of doing business. Personal pro- 
tective equipment became a standard and social distancing 
reshaped the workplace for many Troop F employees. 
However, employees performed their duties with profes- 
sionalism and compassion, and maintained the highest 
level of service and protection. 

On August 2, 2020, Montgomery County experienced 
a massive train derailment near Missouri Highway WW in 
New Florence, MO. Troopers responded and handled the 
investigation. Fortunately, no one was injured, and no haz- 
ardous materials were involved. 

On August 16, 2020, a small plane carrying a husband 
and wife from Mount Pleasant Hill, Iowa, crashed not far 
from the Grand Glaize Airport in Osage 


Beach, MO. The plane burst into flames SC Ae Oe 


upon impact and both occupants were 
killed. On August 17, 2020, less than 24 
hours after the fatal plane crash in Osage 
Beach, a second aircraft crashed into the 
Lake of the Ozarks.

On September 5, 2020, Troop F officers responded to 
a residence for a domestic disturbance near Rocky Mount, 
MO, in Miller County. An injured woman was safely re- 
moved from the residence, but unfortunately, she died after 
arriving at the hospital. While officers were in the resi- 
dence, the armed suspect barricaded himself along with a 
hostage in a back bedroom. Troop F SWAT responded to 
the scene. Negotiators established phone 
contact with the suspect and attempted 
to get the hostage released. After several 
hours of intense negotiations, it was 
learned the elderly hostage was being 
assaulted. Troop F SWAT made entry 
into the house and rescued the hostage. 
The suspect was taken into custody and 
charged with first degree murder, first 
degree domestic assault, kidnapping, 
burglary, and unlawful use of a weapon. 


On August 17, 2020, a semi-truck 
hauling approximately 40,000 pounds of 
feed attempted to cross a bridge regulated 
for 10,000 pounds. The bridge collapsed 
into the Maries River; the driver escaped 
without major injuries.

In 2020, Troop G and Troop I participated in a pilot 


project to determine the feasibility of remotely dispatching 


calls for one troop through another. The operational 
details of the project involved forwarding all Troop G calls 
during off-peak hours to Troop I communications. Troop 
I communications then dispatched Troop G troopers 
to those calls. Initial results of the project appeared 
promising, and the project continued through April 2021. 
The Missouri Department of Public Safety recognized 
two Troop G employees. Sergeant Dale B. Pounds 
accepted the DPS Sworn Employee of the Month and 
Temporary Building, and Grounds Maintenance Linda 
Benyo accepted the Non-Sworn Employee of the Month 
for September 2020. Sgt. Pounds’ attention to detail 
and initiative while patrolling Missouri roadways 
led to a consent search of a driver’s cell phone. The 
following forensic examination found the driver’s 
phone contained 1,862 images of child pornography. 
The driver, a registered sex offender, was arrested. 
Ms. Benyo was honored for her amazing work- 
ethic, dedication, and resourcefulness during the 
height of the coronavirus pandemic. She created a 
sanitization schedule that meant she would have to 
work seven days a week, constantly cleaning and 
sanitizing essential areas of the troop. She did this for 
46 consecutive days. During this period, in the height 
of the pandemic, not a single Troop G team member 
contracted the COVID-19 virus or any other illness. 
Troop G was not spared the challenges of traffic 
enforcement related to the pandemic. Traffic crash 
analysis in Troop G demonstrated our deadliest 
month was in June following the shutdown. Statistics 
showed fatal crashes in the Troop G area most 
often occurred on a state highway and involved a 
single occupant vehicle running off the roadway 
and overturning. The survivability of these types of 
crashes was greatly enhanced by seat belt usage. 
During the summer 2020, 76% of fatal crash victims 
were unrestrained, which was 12% higher than the 
state average. Although those percentages have 
receded, vigorous enforcement of the seat belt law 
remained a priority.

On March 12, 2020, Southwest Iowa Community 
College Criminal Justice Club arrived at Troop H for their 
Student Alliance experience. They were able to learn what 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol was all about. They 
spent the day with different divisions from the Patrol in 
both classroom and hands-on settings. 

On August 2, 2020, Trooper Jonathan Lynch 
observed a large structure fire on South Poage Street in 
Pattonsburg, MO. He received information there was an 
occupant remaining in the residence. Disregarding his 
own safety, Tpr. Lynch entered the house. Unable to see 
due to thick smoke and flames, he began calling for the 
occupant to follow the sound of his voice, then assisted 
him out of the house to safety. 

On August 26, 2020, Corporal Jeffery D. Maudlin 
conducted a traffic stop on Interstate 29 in Buchanan 
County for a traffic violation. Cpl. Maudlin noticed 
criminal indicators present and requested consent to 
search the vehicle, which was denied. Buchanan County 
K-9 arrived on the scene and performed an exterior 
sniff of the vehicle. After the K9 alerted on the vehicle, 

a subsequent search revealed approximately $360,000 in 
cash. 

On September 22, 2020, Troop H conducted its 
Community Alliance Program at Troop H Headquarters. 
For five weeks beginning September 22 and concluding on 
October 20, participants spent three hours every Tuesday 
evening learning about the Highway Patrol. Participants 
were in a classroom setting as well as conducting hands- 
on exercises with a variety of divisions within Troop H. 
Fifteen people graduated from this year’s program. 

On December 1, 2020, Sergeant Doug P. Little 
was off-duty watching television with his son at their 
residence. Set. Little heard a “pop,” originating from the 
upstairs of the residence. He looked and saw his eight- 
year old daughter’s bedroom door frame was on fire. He 
ran upstairs to see his daughter’s room had flames all 
around the door. Sgt. Little gave instructions for his other 
children to exit the residence and call 911. He then forged 
through the flames in his sock feet and retrieved his 
daughter, shielding her from the flames while exiting the 
home.

On December 27, 2020, Buchanan County 
Communications requested assistance from the Troop 
H marine operations troopers after a suspect reportedly 
jumped from the Pony Express Bridge into the Missouri 
River. Corporal Kurt A. Schmutzler and Corporal Nicholas 
J. Greiner located the subject alive on the Missouri side 
of the river 20 feet up an embankment. The subject was 
transported to Mosaic Hospital in St. Joseph for treatment. 
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Troop I began 2020 with very minimal weather- 
related incidents. However, the coronavirus pandemic 
presented many challenges for the troop. Guidelines 
for safe operations changed weekly as employees 
learned more about the virus. Although Troop I 
employees and their families were affected, excellent 
service and enforcement continued. 

The Troop I area experienced a notable decline 
in traffic volume during the pandemic. At the same 
time, troopers noted a drastic increase in motorists 
traveling at high rates of speed. 

Driver examiners and motor vehicle inspectors 
did an amazing job with rescheduling appointments 
delayed due to the pandemic and following strict 
guidelines when services resumed. They made 
certain the public was served by streamlining the 
process to make sure drivers were able to test and have 
vehicles inspected. 

Troop I’s Mobile Field Force deployed to Jefferson 
City, Kansas City, and St. Louis in May to assist with 
civil unrest. During this time, several patrol vehicles were 
damaged when protestors threw rocks or bricks. Several 
officers on these details sustained minor injuries. 

Restrictions of COVID-19 led Captain Eddie Blaylock 
to reach out to share Christmas cheer for the residents of 
the Missouri Veterans Home in St. James, MO. Normal 
visits were not allowed, so Troop I personnel delivered 
bags of gifts for residents on December 14.

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The Crime Laboratory Division provides forensic 
science support to the Missouri State Highway Patrol 


as well as over 600 other local, state, and federal law 
enforcement agencies. The eight laboratories in the 
division analyze physical evidence recovered from 
criminal investigations, offering forensic services in drug 
analysis, DNA analysis, toxicology, firearms, toolmarks, 
latent prints, and trace evidence. 


Significant events in 2020: 


The General Headquarters Laboratory completed 
construction of an 8,000-square-foot addition to 
house DNA operations. Governor Mike Parson, 
Senator Dan Hegeman, Representative Sara Walsh, 
and DPS Director Sandra Karsten attended the rib- 
bon cutting ceremony on December 2. 


The design phase of renovating the areas of the 
laboratory vacated by the DNA discipline began in 
December. This area of the laboratory will be reno- 
vated to accommodate the expansion and 
efficiency of latent fingerprints, firearms, 
and trace evidence.

A lab evidence technician position at the 
Troop A kiosk was reclassified to a foren- 
sic laboratory technician position in DNA. 
This provides the laboratory additional 
personnel to participate more directly in 
the scientific processing of DNA evidence. 


Evidence lockers were installed at Troop 
A and Troop B headquarters. These lock- 
ers enable law enforcement stakeholders 
to securely, efficiently, and effectively 
submit evidence to the laboratory system 
without encumbering the labor of our 
personnel. 


Outsourcing of sexual assault kits began.

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The Missouri Information Analysis Center is 
recognized by the U.S. Department of Homeland 

Security as the state fusion center. The MIAC is 
operational 24-hours per day to provide services and 
share information among authorized recipients. The 
purpose of the MIAC is to receive, gather, analyze, and 
disseminate information associated with counterterrorism 
efforts, homeland security initiatives, and criminal case 
support. This purpose is accomplished through tactical 
and strategic analytic work, along with special projects for 
geographically defined regions in Missouri. 

The MIAC is staffed with a director, two assistant 
directors, and 20 Missouri State Highway Patrol criminal 
intelligence analysts. There is external agency staffing 
by analysts from the Missouri Army National Guard, 
Missouri Department of Corrections, and Missouri 
Department of Social Services. The U.S. Department 
of Homeland Security provides the MIAC with an 
intelligence officer. Part-time employees serve a critical 
role at the MIAC in support of training, data entry, and 
call-center staffing. MIAC analysts provide professional 
services and case support to federal, state, and local 
authorities across the entire nation as part of the national 
network of fusion centers. 

The MIAC collaborates with stakeholders on many 
projects, including the FBI National Threat Operations 
Center, the Missouri Attorney General Human Trafficking 
Task Force, the Courage2Report statewide school safety 
program, and a Cyber Intelligence program. The MIAC 
serves as the Missouri Missing Persons Clearinghouse.

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The Criminal Justice Information Services Division 
provides 24/7 service and support to criminal justice 
entities. As the state’s Central Repository, CJIS Division 
compiles and disseminates complete and accurate criminal 
history record information, trains and audits MULES 
system users, oversees the Missouri Sex Offender 
Registry, and ensures electronic criminal justice data 
remains secure. Additionally, CJIS-IT provides information 
technology solutions and support for Patrol and statewide 
criminal justice information technology initiatives. 

e Missouri Automated Criminal History System 
provided 158,614 fingerprint-based, and 379,833 
name-based background check responses in 2020. 

e Missouri’s State Rap Back Program provided 1,358 
notifications of arrests. The Federal Rap Back 
Program provided 269 notifications of arrests 
occurring outside Missouri. 

In 2020, 86,568 registrations by sex offenders 

occurred, of which 93% were conducted 

electronically using the Sex Offender Registration 

System. At year-end, there were 17,451 offenders 

listed on the registry. 

e Missouri Automated Fingerprint Identification 
System houses over 5.7 million fingerprint sets. In 
2020, CJIS processed over 390,000 fingerprint 
submissions, resulting in positive identification rate 
of approximately 67%. Additionally, over 6,000 latent 
fingers and palm prints were entered/searched 
through the AFIS, resulting in an estimated 5,000 
identifications. 

e Missouri Rapid-ID program includes over 900 
deployed devices and over 300 livescans, 
which provide two-finger identification 
capability. In 2020, over 30,000 Rapid-ID 
searches were performed, resulting in 
a 69% identification rate on hand-held 
devices, and an 86% identification rate on 
livescan devices. 

e The annual CJIS Conference was 
postponed due to the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

¢ The MULES Training Unit hosted 273 
classes to provide instruction to 3,310 
attendees. 

e Of 1,151 agencies requesting fingerprint-

¢ MULES Access Integrity Unit conducted 38,993 
quality checks and validated 2,297 individual ORIs. 

¢ In 2020, CJIS audits included 142 MULES/NCIC, 30 
MIBRS, and five N-DEx compliance reviews. The 33 
POST-approved MIBRS training sessions welcomed 
472 students. Monthly UCR reports processed 
totaled 4,874. 


2020 MULES Transactions 
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The Patrol Records Division serves as the data reposi- 
tory of statewide motor vehicle and boating crash reports, 
alcohol- and drug-related traffic offenses, dispositions on 
all Missouri State Highway Patrol arrests, and statewide 
assignment of unique numbers for inclusion on Uniform 
Citations (UC). The division also maintains Missouri’s 
Fatality Analysis Reporting System for the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration, and the Custodian of 
Records for the Missouri State Highway Patrol. 

In 2020, Patrol troopers reported 33,068 motor vehicle 
traffic crashes to the Patrol Records Division. This was a 
decrease of 3,166 crashes from the previous year. In ad- 
dition, the division processed 251,587 court dispositions 
to the Traffic Arrest System/DWI Tracking System as a 
result of the arrests made by troopers. 

The division accepts traffic crash reports in an 
electronic format from various local agencies. A total of 
139,611 electronic reports, from 335 local agencies and 
the Patrol, were processed in 2020. This is a dramatic in- 
crease when compared to 2015, considering only 169 local 
agencies submitted electronic crash reports to the Patrol 
Records Division that year. Currently, approximately 80 
percent of agencies submit crash reports electronically. 
The advantages of the electronic submission of reports 
includes more timely analysis of crash data and relieving 
local agencies from the requirement to forward paper cop- 
ies of reports to the Patrol; thereby freeing their person- 
nel for other duties.

In 2020, Patrol troopers and local agencies’ officers re- 
ported 131,107 motor vehicle traffic crashes to the Patrol 
Records Division. This was a decrease of 25,941 crashes 
from the previous year. These reports revealed 986 people 
were killed statewide and 47,812 injured during the year. 
This is equivalent to one person being killed or injured 
every 9.28 minutes on Missouri trafficways.

In 2020, Patrol officers investigated 203 boating crash- 
es. This was an increase of 38 crashes from the previous 
year. These reports revealed 14 people were killed and 
106 injured. Troopers also investigated incidents of 51 ac- 
cidental drownings.

In 2020, the Custodian of Records section received 
6,662 requests for copies of records and/or reports 
maintained by the Patrol. On average, the Custodian of 
Records section averaged 555 requests per month in 2020, 
as compared to only 415 per month in 2016. This was an 
increase of 34% when compared to five years ago.
